ruled in the case, upholding the de- 
cision of Judge Sparks in the mat- 
ter, that the charge was faulty. His 
explanations as to the reasons why 
the charge was faulty, required more 
than an hour.

Fit For Seed 


LETTER TO THE COUNTY AGENT 


Relaxation of This Condition That 


Promtped Campaign Here—First 


Meeting Saturday 


A thorough investigation of the 


corn crop in Howard county a week 
ago disclosed that there was no corn 
in half of the fields visited fit for 
seed and that in the other half, on- 
ly about fifty per cent of the ears 
would do for seed, according to a 
circular letter received today from 
Calvin Perdue, Howard county agri- 
cultural agent, by Herschcl VanMa- 
tre. Rush county agent 


Mr. Perdue said that forty-nine 


fields were visited in every part of 
Howard county, so that 'the survey 
was thorough and convincing to the 
men who made the survey that a 
campaign should be started at once 
for the immediate selection of seed 
corn . 


The condition that obtains in Ho- 


ward county is not believed to be far 
different than in other counties of 
the state, and it is a realization of 
this situation that 
influenced 
the 


Rush county agricultural agent and 
other interested in the county's wel- 
fare to make preparations for a seed 
corn campaign. 


The first step in this campaign 


will be a meeting at the court house 
court room 
Saturday 
afternoon 


at 2:30 o'clock, at which L. Marshall 
Volger of Hope, Bartholomew coun- 
ty, will speak and will outline the 
proper methods to be used in the 
selctioh of seed corn. 


Not only farmers, but high school 


agricultural' teachers and, students 
are urgently requested to attend the 
meeting and profit from the valuable 
advice which Mr. Volger will be able 
to give them. 


The Hope man won the position 


as corn king at the International 
Corn Show last year and also won 
the sweepstakes at the Indiana Corn 
Show, in addition to taking most of 
the prizes at the Indiana State Fair. 


It was estimated bv the Howard 


county committee that at least two 
weeks of good weather would be re- 
quired to put the bulk of the corn in. 
condition lor its use as seed. 


If a killing frost or bad weather 


that retarded the proper develope- 
ment of the corn should intervene, 
few farmers would have any seed
